Chance to Make Millions 


Fight Writers at Dempsey-Gibbons Brawl In Mon- 


tana Turned Down Opportunity to Swim In Sea 
of Wealth; Land Was Dirt-Cheap Then, But Oil 
Has Given It Tremendous Value.

In A. D. 1923, when the world was informed that Jack 


Dempsey and Tom Gibbons would do battie in Shelby, Mont., 
the very smartest members of the population rose up, 
laughed and exclaimed: 


"Just an add for a punk oil town in the wide open spaces 
When the fighters actually went to the "cow town of the 


fading west," all the mothers, fathers and wives or girl 
friends of the reportorial delegation which followed after 
them, doled out this advice: 


"My dear, whatever you do, don't get slicked by those 


western slickers. All they are doing out there is to put on 
this fight and attract crowds so they can sell a few million 
dollars worth of worthless oil stock or oil lands.'' 


Smart Boys Had Their Laugh. 
The advice sounded well—and it 


was Deeded. 
A hundred and one 


boy reporters romped into Shelby, 
learned that the oil was just be- 
grinning. to spout from the fields 
m that vicinity: they heard about 
the fortunes that might be made 
in buying a few shares; they heard 
folks say unto them: 


"If some of you boys are right 


smart, you'll just take about $200 
or ?300 and buy acreage in the 
Kevin and Sunburst 
fields 
and 


someday you may be rich." Where- 
upon the dear fellows just laughed 
a laugh of superiority—and let it 
go at that. 
That was three years ago, last 


month. That's not a long period of 
time—three years—but many things 
can happen in thirty-six months. 
For instance: 


Values Take Dizzy Climb. 


Only a few days ago I stood on 


an 80-acre plot which could have 
been purchased outright for $ an 
acre m 1923—or leased for 25 cents 
an acre, a total of $20. 
"How much is this land worth 


now?" I asked. 
"An offer of $2,BOO,000 najs been 


refused for it and the owners prob- 
ably are wise m doing it. It-How 
has a well on it that produces 2,400 
barrels of oil a day—about $2,aOO 
worth. That means over $2,700,000 
peu J ear f i om that one well. About 
ten "more will be drilled on 
the 


property and if five of them hit, it 
means aboiit $5,000,000 to ?10,000,- 
000 yearly off that acreage." 


Millions In It. 


On the same day I saw a lease 


made whereby the owner 
of ^320 


acres of land"which he would have 
sold in 1923 for about 
$500 
or 
leased for $80 for 
a 
five-year 


period, received $64,000. And next 
to that acreage was a 
property 


which had sold for $500, been re- 
-sold for $52,000—and now can't be 
purchased for less than $3,000,000. 


The oil fields of Kevin and Sun- 


burst, just outside of Shelby, com- 
prise about 200,000 acres at this 
time, In 1923—and even into 1924 


—the whole field could have been 
purchased for perhaps $2,000,000, an 
average of about $10 an acre. To- 
day that field is •\vor$250,000,000. 


Offer of Fre» Acreage. 


*• When the reportorial 
delegation 


was in Montana in 1923, many wei-s 
otfeied free acreage 
in 
the 
oil 


fields by some of the oil men who 
had leases on or 
ownership 
of 


thousands of acres. In those days 
the main portion of the tremendous 
oil fields of today 
was 
wildcat 
area, meaning: adjacent to the oil 
fields but a spot where no well 
had been sunk. • 


Many of the operators, out of 


friendship, wanted to give 40, SO, or 
160 acres to newspaper men for 
whom they had formed a friend- 
ship. But the dear boys from the 
effete East remembered about those 
"western slickers." 
They thought 


there was a trick In it, especially 
when they heard that if they ac- 
cepted .the gift of acreage they'd 
have to pay as much as $5 or $10 
yearly in taxes. 


Worth A Plenty Now. 


So they said "Ko, thank you"— 


and let it 
go at that. And now

Having acquired the assignment of 
lease, Tom did the plausible thing 
in those days; he promptly lost it 
and forgot about the incident until 
about a year ago, .when he learned

that his acreage might be worth 
more than his entire ring earnings. 


Gibbons Out of Luck. 


Tom has hunted for the assign- 


ment—without success. He paged 
the donor for a copy of the assign- 
ment. 
The donor had none. 
In- 


asmuch as the assig-nment never 
was recorded in the public records, 
neither Tom nor anyone else knows 
which is 
his 
land 
and 
which 


isn't. It may be one of those par- 
cels that are worth a few millions.

Regulating Spark and Gas on Hills. 


If the engine starts to knock, or 
"ping," when climbing a hill, bet- 
ter results will be secured by let- 
ting, off on the gas than by retard- 
ing the spark.

tarded, but it may be a positive 
aid to the engine to let off on the 
gas. It is best to try feeding more 
gas the moment a/ter having let 
off enough to stop the "pinging-."

summer session 
of 


American universities are nearing 
the saturation point in attendance 
is indicated by the final official en- 
rollment statistics of the Univers- 
ity 
of 
Nebraska 
.session 
which 


ended Friday, and advance reports 
from about twenty other represent- 
ative universities. The Nebraska 
enrollment for the first time in 
many years showed only a slight 
increase. 
Where in the five years 


from 1920 to 1925 the enrollment 
trebled from 109G to 3247, this year 
the Increase was only three per- 
cent from 324* fo 3353. The small 
increase is explained by Dean W. 
E, Sealock, director of the session, 
as indicating that the 
saturation 


point has nearly been reached. 


The combined report from the 
registrar's office shows that there 
we're 4fi more students in the first 
term of the session than Last year.

Stories of that battle have vanca, 


some historians claiming; it to have 
been an unprovoked assault on the 
Indians. 
Some say It might have 


been avoided had not panic pre- 
vailed after a single shot from a 
bitter young warrior. 
W. A. Luke, general secretary of 


the Y. M C. A., who has just re- 
turned from a vacation in the west- 
ern part of the state, brought back 
with him «*ome photographs of the 
Battle of Wounded Knee 
Accord- 


ing to Mr. Luke, these pictures of 
the battle have never been wldoly 
distributed, in fact, have had scarce- 
ly any circulation, owing to disap- 
proval of authorities This year was 
HIP first time 
Mr. Luke has been 


able to procure some of the photo- 
graphs. 
The battle has rather a personal 
Interest to Mr. Luke In lt» after- 


math. In 1905, when Mr. Luke was and had the appearance of reserving 
working his way through the Chad- 
ron academy, he was 
employed in 
the Mead furniture and hardware 
store, which had undertaking par- 
lors in connection. At that time, 
during William Howard Taft's term 
as secretary of war. .the proprietor 
was given the contract to exhume 
the deceased from the battle and to 
send them to Arlington and other 
national cemeteries for burial. Mr 
Luke was foreman ot t)ie men who 
totok up the bodies, the large num- 
ber of them being buried in gravel 
pits. 


To Ditarm lndi»n«. 


December 29, 1890, some four hun- 


dred Sioux under Chief Big Foot 
were halted on their march to Pine 
Ridge by the 7th cavalry, under 
command of Colonel Forsyth. They 
were to be dKarmcd preparatory to 
taking thorn to the agency. 


The Indians had 
pitched their 


tepees on the open plain, and were 
surrounded on all sides by the sol- 
diers. On the morning of the fatal 
day, four machine gnna were placed, 
so that thcv trained on the Indian 
camp In front, on both sides, and in 
back were posted the ca\alrv, with 
the Indian scouts drawn up within 
a few feet of tho Indiana. 


Because the Indians seemed to be 


delaying In delivering their 


some, Mie soldiers began to search 
the tepees. Yellow Bird, a. medicine 
man, incited the Indians by telling 
them that their "ghost sknts" made 
them invincible, and as a soldier 
started to search an 
Indian, 
a. 
j oung warrior fired a single shot. 


The soldiers fired a volley, and. 


from more or less accurate records, 
it seems the volley killed nearly 
half the warriors, for it was fired 
at such close range A hand to hand 
fight with revolveis, knives, and the 
terrible war club of tho Sioux fol- 
lowed. The machine guns are said 
to have struck many women and 
children, and-the Indians were fly- 
ing in helpless panic to the lavines, 
leaving some of their tepees burn- 
ing above their dead and wounded, 
pursued by the soldiers and spiajed 
by the machine gun fire.

The wage-earner in the United States lives mag- 


nificently compared to his less fortunate, brother 
across the water. 


It has been said that America, a eomparativelv 


young- country, tremendously 
rich 
in natural 
re- 


sources, has not pollen down to the hard economic 
conditions which confront Europe because it has l,=n 
only necessary to scratch the 
surface for untold 


riches here. But that finds contradiction in Mexico 
as rich if not richer in natural resources, with dazz- 
ling deposits of gold and silver, with rich oil fields, 
with vast tracts of timber and great areas of produc- 
tive land. The Mexican laborer has been exploited even 
more cruelly than in Europe. There are the Phillip- 
pines, richl-" endowed by nature, awaiting develop- 
ment while many of her people live '• miserably and 
primitively. 


It has been said that America's tariff policy is re- 


sponsible for this favored pi .ition of her workmen. 
That has bean over-emphasized. No doubt American 
industry has been developed and built up because the 
home market has been reserved for domestic-made 
goods. No doubt it has been possible to pay the 
lab- 


orer more than he would have otherwise received be- 
cause the market for the products of his toil has been 
protected from the cheap labor of European and 
Asi- 


atic countries. But no less an advocate of the pro'.jc- 
tlvo tariff than Calvin Coolidsre said the other day 
the American manufacturer and the American laborer. 
throujrh improved machinery and superior genius and 
ability and initiative, was prepared to meet the 
com- 


petition of the c-hcap-lal'or industries in foreign lands

It can be said truthfully that American industrijl 


leaders and business eaptains were iv>t always con- 
verts to the philosophy that high wascs stimulated 
production, and made for a better economic condition 
generally. 


.Less than a quarter of a century ;>ffO they were 


just as grasping-. Just as miserly, just as avaricious 
In dealing with the men and women who worked for 
them as the industrial barons of Great Britain, France 
and Germany. 


They have changed in this respect in no less 


striking fashion than they have altered their attitude- 
toward the public which they serve. Today business 
is founded upon the principle of honest dealing and 
service. The 
ctty devices and trickeries, the mean 


subterf-iges, the despicable little practices which were 
so common have been dropped. Today industry and 
business strives to produce honest merchandise, to 
dispose of it at a reasonable profit and to depend upon 
volume to add to its dividends. It preaches a gospel 
of good will, the first step being loyal, and devoted 
employes. So it gladly and voluntarily shares with 
its workers, encourages them to impiove themselves 
mentally and physically, and to seek diversion and 
entertainment. 


America has had her mine troubles; her trans- 


portation strikes and labor disagreements in other 
lines of industrial activity. But they are never pro- 
longed and drawn-out. The story nf the British cjal 
mine strike is one which cannot be duplicated in 
this country. The stubbornness and obstinacy of the 
British operators in opposing changes in equipment 
and methods comes because they have rot acquired 
this American viewpoint. Sir Esme Howard i« <•••! • 
correct in asserting the industrial and business leaders 
of his own country and other nations in Europe have 
much to learn about the relation? of capital and 
labor. Jf they delay the lesson too long thev may 
live to regret the day. 


by 12.000. There has never been an absolute balance 
•if the sexes. For the world as a whole it was esti- 
mated before the war that 50.3 percent of the popu- 
lation was made and 49.7 female. In Europe the pro- 
portions were 49.4 percent male »nd 50.G female. In- 
dicating there were C.000,000 more women than men. 
In the United States the male population was 100 
percent of the female population in 191U and 104 per- 
cent in 1U20. In the Orient it is largely In favor of 
the male. 


But other forces than nature are working to pro- 


duce this disparity. The countries of the Far East 
tjlacu a leaser value upon woman. The sex propor- 
tion at birth Is probably fairly evenly balanced, both 
>n Eas>t and West. But in the East the male child 
receives better care than the female, and hence a 
gixuter number of males survive. 
In Europe and 


more particularly In the United States, no such sit- 
uation exists. 


Time will probably correct the disparity which 


now exists as it has in the past. If the disproportion 
continues, it is certain the "superfluous" women will 
work out their economic and social problem. 


THE LOWERED LEVEL OF THE GREAT LAKES. 


Chicago has been blamed for a great many bad 


things, and without doubt the blame waa in most 
cases correctly placed. But there is one fault which 
has been charged to that city of which It is appar- 
ently not guilty, notwithstanding: the fact that nation 
wide publicity has been given to the allegation that 
it vas the culprit. The charge is that Chicago has, 
through its drainage canal, caused the lowering of 
the level of the great lakes. 


The level is> now 25 inches below normal and this- 


condition is naturally causing yreat concern. Channels 
which weie at great expense created to provide 22 
feet of water no\v have but 
L'O feet. This renders it 


impossible lor vessels to load to capacity and there is 
a consequent heavy Hss in shipping. Harbors are 
aliro affected. .uo that the expense of further dredging 
is threatened and there have been other serious and 
disagreeable lesults. 


All of this is blamed on the Chicago drainage 


canal, in tho construction of which the Chicago river 
was caused to leverse its course and flow out of Lake 
Michigan instead of into that body of water. 
Tho 


Chicago river, or drainage canal, empties into the 
DesI-'Iaines river, which empties into the Illinois, 
which in turn empties into the Mississippi. This takos 
about S.OOO cubic feet of * atcr per second from the 
lake and turns it into the Mississippi basin. 
This 


it is declared, is v hat has caused the lowering of the 
lake levl. 


J. Bernard V.'ulker, who has made a thoro_s?h 


study of the matter for the ycientific American, sayj 
that the charge is not well founded; that the drain- 
ago canal is responsible for only live inches of the 
fall and that the other twenty inches of loss is due 
entirely to climatic conditions. 
The drainage canil 


was opened in 19UO and for the eight years following 
there was plenty of rainfall, so that the drop of five 
inches was not noticed. 
Since then, however, the 


precipitation has greatly diminished, and particularly 
since 1917. The result has been that the level of the 
lakes is now lower than at any time since 1 :o, the 
diminished rainfall extending over the entire drain- 
age basin of tliu lakes. 


It is stated, however that to restore the former 


level v.-ould be a comparatively easy task for en- 
gineers. 
All that is necessary is to construct sub- 


merged weirs at the entrance < ." the St. Claire river 
at the south end of Lake Huron and at the entrance 
to the Niagara river at the cast end of Lake Eric. 
With these in place it is stated the natural outflow 
from the lakes would continue as before. The cost 
would of course be considerable, but nothing to com- 
pare with the benefits which would accrue. 


A SHORTAGE OF 
MEN. 


Students of social conditions in western European 


countries are manifesting much c-'neern ovet the 
numerical disproportion between the sexe.s resulting 
from the casualties of tho World wnr in some in- 
stances, and greatly accentuated by it in others. 


In Great Britain tor example, shortly before the 


war the female population was 6 percent greater than 
male. After the war it has increased until there were 
10 percent more women than men. Every one English- 
woman in ten was a "superfluous" woman. Germany 
h»d a slightly better 
proportion 
before 
the war, 


with 3 percent more women. In 1919 it found Itself 
facing the same numerical disproportion of Grc.vt 
Britain. 
From that period the female majority in 


Germany Imd ris-en from 850,000 to 2,S40,000 nnd in 
Great Britain from 1,300,000 to 1,700,000. Those figures 
the social students remind us. represent the number 
of women for whom there are no chances of marrlase. 
and who must accordingly adjust their lives to a new 
economic existence and a new cide of ethics, 


Where the social experts blunder is their failure 


ta take cognizanze that this situation has existed 
after every great 
war. 
Nature seemingly has a; 


mysterious way of adjusting it-. In Austria the pro-

harvesting and threshing a wheat crop from 45,000 
acres of land which he has under cultivation on the 
Crow Indian reservation, at has not been an unduly 
favorable season for Campbell. 5fet he estimates his 
crop will yield him the amazing total of 500,000 bush- 
els, and may go considerably higher. Most of it was 
planted on cheap land, without opportunities for irri- 
gation. He has engaged 250 men to assist him in the 
harvesting and threshing. 


Mr. Campbell has originated a new method of 


windrow harvesting- which he estimates will save him 
$2 an acre in the threshing charges. 
What it is he 


fails to reveal but he is going to give it a try on 
20,000 acres. The experiment is of sufficient interest, 
however, to attract eight men from the Department 
of Agriculture.

To the tditor of The Lincoln Star: 


Our Judges, lawyers and statesmen 
have been telling- us of late that tu 
reduce crime and cultivate a great- 
er respect for law we must use 
greater speed in bringing criminals 
to book and less attempt to thwart 
a just sentence pronounced after 
a fair impartial trial. 


Criminals should know what to 


expect and the general public given 
a greater respect for our low's ef- 
ficiency and justice, and for those 
elected to execute them. 
In 
the 


Ringer case we have a man con- 
victed of a brutal murder. The trial 
judge says he had a fair trial and 
the jury did its duty in convict- 
ing him. The prosecuting attorney 
says he had every opportunity to 
make his defense and was fairly 
convict in strict accordance with 
the law and the evidence. There is 
no man in the state upon whose 
shoulders rests a greater responsi- 
bility to obey, respect and execute 
the laws than our governor, none 
more in duty bound to uphold the 
majesty of our laws than our attor- 
•ney general, yet as a pardon board 
they show contempt and disrespect 
for the law they are sworn to up- 
hold. They admit Ringer was guilty, 
that he had a fair trial and was 
honestly convicted by a jur> 
of 


twelve men after listening for days 
to all the evidence, and that he was 
sentenced according to law. They 
farther acknowledge no new evidnce 
favorable to the condemned had 
come to light and that he lied with- 
out a blush when he stood before 
them, as a last resort, to beg for 
mercy. They knew that he had late- 
ly conspired to cheat the law and 
would have committed more mur- 
ders had opportunity offered, yet 
the board thinks this lying and 
second attempt at crime should not 
be held against him because he is a 
young man. 


In defying the law they override 


the jury's verdict, make a mockery 
of the trial and jeopardize the pub- 
lic welfare by declaring this brutal 
wretch shall not die as the law 
had decreed. As long as he lives he 
is a disquieting menace to society 
even though he is in the peniten- 
tiary. The most discgustlng part 
of tho board's procedure is their 
attempt to camoufladge their nulli- 
fication, of the law by instructing 
future boards to be sure to keep 
Ringer in the pen. Since when has 
this autocratic board absorbed pow- 
er to dictate to' their successors in 
office? Certainly this is an exhibi- 
tion of cheek, after themselves ig- 
noring the law and disregarding the 
court and jury decision. What ef- 
fect is it going to have on young 
disposed criminals to learn they are 
not to be subject to the law? What 
respect can the general public have 
for law or its legally elected guard- 
ians when after they have put up 
thousands of their hard-ea-rned dol- 
lars to catch and convict a brutal 
murderer they see their work come 
to naught and thir governor turn- 
ing from upholding and magnifying 
the law, to grant the wishes of the 
sob crowd that is always in evi- 
dence. Does the widow or orphan 
children suffer less because the life 
of the husband and father was tak- 
en by having a young criminal in 
their midst rather than an old one 
about to die? Some doctor tells the 
board that Ringer's head is of pe- 
culiar shape which might also be 
true of the doctor's but that does 
not destroy the fact that he was 
capable of planning and executing- 
a most brutal murder. 
The warden says he is both smart 


and dangerous and will have to be 
closely watched and he ought to 
know. Why should the people be 
burdened with the cost and danger 
ot this long watch, when the law 
had decreed he should be put where 
watching was unnecessary? Some 
good people are opposed to capital 
punishment, our governor being one. 
They have a right to their convic- 
tions and thoir hope of the law's 
repeal but tho great majority sanc- 
tion the law as Just and humane 
and a safeguard to the general pub- 
lic. It is Just because the murderer 
has forfeited his life and become a 
menace to society and it Is a gross 
injustice to compel hard-working, 
honest people support throughout 
life such wretches as Ringer, It is 
humane, because to shut a mur- 
derer up for life with no hope for 
deliverance is inhumane and cruel 
and smacks too much of the ortho- 
dox 
nell. Why! Ringer is 


n'-uady planning his getaway and 
he is "justified in doing it as we 
have plenty of his type let loose. 
Tho death penalty is a safeguard 
to society bcausc dead men are 
beyond the control of the pardon 
board though I think our present 
hoard might have tho gall to make 
some if-commendnttons. Our legisla- 
ture will do well to greatly restrict

Carillon 
is Centuries 
Old. 


The story of the introduction of 


the carillon to our country and of 
how tho greatest r.'i lionrur of tho 
day was disco\errd in Kamiel Le- 
levcre, a young Helgian painter and 
etcher, makes interesting readme:. 


To begin with, the carillon dates 


hack many, many centuries. It had 
its inception in the Flemish speak- 
ing countries which embraced at 
one time Belgium, Holland and that 
part of the north of France which 
was grouped together as The Neth- 
erlands. 


The carillon was developed from 


chimes, but nobody ever thought of 
using it for concerts until late in 
the last century, when Jet TVnyn, 
the carllloneur of St. Remhold's in 
Malines, Belgium, the cathedral of 
the late Cardinal Mercier, conceived 
the idea of giving recitals. 


Jef Deuyn had set out as a young 


man to become an engineer, but his 
father, Adolph Dcnyn, then the car- 
illoner of St. Rcmbold's, becanvi 
blind when Jef, 
then a student at 


the university, was twenty, and the 
soil had to take his place. 


Denyns Fame Spread. 


Notwithstanding that the carillon 


affords half notes as well as full 
onos, transposition, rearrangement

Andrew* Overcame Difficulties. 
It seems to me that in coming 


years, when probably all American 
communities 
of 
importance 
will 


have their carillons, the name of 
Mr. Andrews should be engraved on 
every bell. 
Cohasset got its carillon about 
the same time that Gloucester did. 
When it sought the services of a 
carilloneur. the company which had 
made,Its bells in England referred 
It to Jcf Denyn, now an old man in 
Malincs. 
Denyn would not attempt a voy- 


age across the Atlantic. 
He summoned his first assistant. 
"You 
go in my place." he said. 
His first assistant was Kamiol 


Lefevere, who, from being recog- 
nized as the most gifted of the? 
younger carilloneurs of Belgium, 
has progressed to the point where 
he is admittedly the logical suc- 
cessor to his master, .Tef Denyn. 


Lefevere played 
the 
Cohasset 


carillon, and was invited to try the 
Gloucester carillon. 
This was in 


1924. 
Each summer since, he has 


given a season of weekly concerts 
through July, August and Septem- 
ber. It is recorded that on occasion 
as many as 20,000 persons have 
come into Gloucester to listen to 
them. 
Kamiel Lefevere was horn and 


rasied in Malines 
In 
the 
very 
shadow of St. Rombold's Cathedral. 
He was eight or nine years old 
when Jef Denyn began his weekly 
concerts, but, although he listened 
to them always, he had no inten- 
tion of becoming a carilloneur. His 
own bent was toward drawing. In 
which two of his brothers were 
proficient. 
He began studying in the Ma- 


lines Academy and his gift was so 
marked that he took first medal in 
every class. 
But he found in himself a growing 


liking for music. "Without instruc- 
tion he studied music and taught 
himself to play the piano. 


Then the carillon of St. Rhom- 


boid's meant more and more to 
him. 
One day he sought out the 


master, Jef Denyn. 


"Do you think, master," he asked, 
"that I could learn to

the 


carillon?"

sidering founding a school for caril- 
loneurs. but the matter was in a 
nebulous state.

particular variety of it for each 
case be simplified. 
"The bond laws of the state of 


Nebraska, at the present time, con- 
sist of- several hundred pages pro- 
viding different methods of proce- 
dure, which is so badly mixed up 
and so full of obsolete and useless 
matter that the average attorney 
cannot conduct an intelligent pro 
cedure to authorize their Issuance," 
said Mr. Lawrence. "As a result >£ 
this about half of the l-gal w«rk 
done In connection with bond issues 
in Nebraska is conducted under the 
direct supervision of attorneys in 
other states, and up until three or, 
four years ago it was practi.. ..ily 
all done out of state. 


Finds No Two Alike. 


"The Nebraska statutes provide 


a different procedure for practical'; 
every kind of a bond issue. 
The 


procedures are different even foi- 
the same kind of a bond in diffcrei.t 
classes of cities or school districts. 


Some of the bond laws contained 


in statutes show by their phrase- 
ology that they were drawn 
'jy 


persons not familiar with the sub- 
ject, or they have been chopped up 
and amended by legislatures until 
they are absolutely unworkable and 
are seldom, if ever, used. 


"Nebraska has no constitutional 


limitation for bond issues, nucli 'is 
some other states have, nor any 
definite limit In the statutes provid- 
ing how much a jelly or villa-ge may 
encumber itself. We have a 
limit 


for most particular classes of boiulj 
but some classes have no st.ituU.ry 
restriction as to 
amount. 
Conse- 


quently, some of our cities and vil- 
lages have, bonded themselves a3 
high as 35 to 40 per cent of their 
worth. 


Piling Up Indebtedness. 


"For example: A. village in 
Ne- 


braska with a population of FiOO anil. 
a.n assessed valuation of $500,000 
desires to bond itself as much ,-ts 
it can. It proceeds to vote .th-2 limit 
of 4 per cent to build an vilecti'Io 
light plant and 7 per cent for n, 
•waterworks system. 
The officials 


discover that the 7 per cent allowed 
by law is not sufficient 10 iiuiltl 
the water system; but upon looking 
up the statutes they learn that they 
may Issue water extension bonds 
for 1 per cent more. They may also 
issue Ice plant bonds in an amount 
not to exceed 5 per cent and 
'2 per 


cent more for bridges nml intcrn.il 
improvements; ?!i,000 to purchase ;• 
park; 5 mills on the dolla1' for a 
fire-department; and then xhoy arc 
just starting to improve. 


"They decide to install ,-i «c.wer 


system. The law does 7iot provide 
any limit for the amount of bonds 
that may bo issued for that pur- 
pose so long as bonds .ire rot is- 
sued in excess of the cost of th-3 
work. Sewers for a village of tltis 
class would cost from fifty M sixty 
thousand 
dollars, part of which 


•would be paid by the village and 
the balance met bj; special assess- 
ments paid by the 'property owners 
and guaranteed by the village. 


"They are then ready to pave 


the business section. Here 
again 


there is no limit excepting that the 
bonds may not be issued in excess 
of the cost of the work, plus- extra 
expenses anl interest on warrants. 
The cost lor paving intersections of 
streets and spaces opposite alley* 
and one-half of thcistrccts artificer.t 
to real estate owned by the United 
States or the state of Nebraska is 
paid by tho village at large, and

and guaranteed by the village.

"Having made a careful study of 


the situation from the angle of the 
investor and that of the 
issuinf 


authorities, I would recommend the 
following changes 
to 
establish a 


uniform method for issuing bonds in 
Nebraska: 
— 


Would G«nerjliit Laws. 


. "1. Replace the numerous exist- 
ing: statutes under which bonds can 
be issued by a few general statutes 
sufficiently comprehensive to cover 
approximately the same field. 


"2. • Revise 
the 
definition 
anil 


method of determination of 'net' in- 
debtedness' so as to conform to the 
standardized procedure followed by 
purchasers of bonds, by eliminating 
special assessment bonds and sink- 
ing funds. 


"3. Provide that nil future is- 


sues shall be serial and that the 
longest maturity shall not exceed 
the life of the improvement to be 
financed. 
That the first install- 


ment of such maturities should be- 
come due in not to exceed two years 
from date and the last installment 
not 
to 
exceed twenty-live years 


from date, with an earlier maximum 
maturity! for issues to finance a. pro- 
ject that would- be worn out in a 
shorter time. 
The largest install- 


ment due in tiny pne year should 
not be more than two and one- 
half times the smallest annual in- 
stallment. 


"4. That all general obligation 


securities be voted, except funding 
and refunding, and a majority of 
those voting thereon should deter- 
mine the question. 


Tax Levy to Precede Bonds. 


"5. That* a direct annual irre- 


pcalable tax be levied before the 
bonds arc issued, amply sufficient to 
pay the principal and interest as 
they respectively come due, with a 
provision for pripcr abatement of 
the tax to the extent that income is 
available from a public utility (such 
as waterworks 
or 
light 
plant) 
financed by such an issue. 


"6. That it apply to all munici- 


palities in Nebraska, with the ex- 
ception of Lincoln and Omaha. 


"7. That a net debt limit be fixed 


for all municipalities, based on a 
percentage 
of the last assessed 
valuation. 


"8. 
That careful sinking fund 


provisions be drawn for securing- 
the safe and separate handling of 
the funds received for payment of 
the securities. 


"3.1 That the maximum interest 


rale be fixed consistent with the 
market, high enough so that the 
bonds may readily be sold at par 
and low enough so that the mu- 
nicipalities which are not familiar 
with current rates may not bo hood- 
winked into issuing high rate bonds 
at a private sale. 


Favors Competitive Bidding. 


"10. 
Provide that all bonds shall 


be .sold in the open market to the 
highest responsible bidder at not 
less than par value. 


"11. 
That the principal and in- 


terest on all bonds may be payable 
at the office of the county treas- 
urer or at a fiscal agent's office in 
New York City. 


''12. That all bonds issued by any 


municipality or school district be 
registered In the office of the audit- 
or of public accounts of the state 
of Nebraska and in the office of the 
county clerk of the county wherein 
the municipality or district is lo- 
cated. 


"13. 
That .T. fee nf $10 for each 


bond so registered shall be paid 
at eacli place of registration by the 
municipality 
or 
district 
issuing 


same. The fee to he paid in each 
instance before the bonds are regis- 
tered. 


"14. 
That the treasurer of each 


municipality or district bo required 
to report direct to the state auditor 
and the county clerk on bonds paid, 
within-five days after the payment, 
thereof, and provide a penalty for 
failure to do same."

side the rim of the sandhills.

isn't difficult to get to Woodlake 
from Long Pine and Ainsworth. but 
after that you will get a taste of 
roads that aren't roads, but 
only 


two tracks, hidden by weeds, and 
twisting and curving around hills, 
across creeks, skirting around the 
ponds, and meandering through the 
pastures and hay fields. 


It is no place to go to view the 


scenery, unless, however, you 
have 


never 
seen 
Nebraska's 
sandhill 


country. If yo" haven't, well, you 
are going to' get the thrill of yoir* 
life out of nothing. You are going 
to sec sunsets that will make you 
want to paint pictures, even if you 
have never slnppe: a brush on any- 
thing more thap the side of an old 
barn. 


You are going to see great gray- 


green hills rolling off into nowhere,
